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REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Milo  : 

I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  public  schools  of  Milo  for  the  year  1898. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  town  Apr.  1,  1898,  was  362.  Of 
this  number  295  have  attended  school  during  the  year,  and  the  average 
attendance  has  been  266.  There  have  been  27  terms  of  school  during 
the  year,  with  an  average  of  a  fraction  over  9  weeks  to  the  term.  With 
a  few  exceptions,  home  talent  has  been  employed,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
have  so  many  terms  of  school,  and  to  be  able  to  say  that  none  of  them 
have  been  unprofitable.  All  of  the  schools  outside  of  the  village, 
save  one,  have  been  taught  by  graduates  of  the  Milo  High  School,  and 
the  efficiency  of  these  teachers  compels  me  to  believe  that  the  work  done 
in  the  High  School  has  been  good,  and  that  its  present  standard  of 
excellency  should  be  sustained,  and  I  hope  that  these  young  teachers 
may  be  given  a  further  opportunity  to  prove  their  fitness  for  the  work 
in  which  they  have  engaged. 

The  more  systematical  grading  of  the  village  schools,  during  my 
first  term,  and  the  adoption  of  the  course  of  study  published  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  has  in  my  opinion  proved  successful,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  more  so,  if  not  materially  disturbed.  In  these  schools, 
Normal  School  graduates  have  been  employed,  and  much  excellent 
work  has  been  accomplished,  some  of  it  of  a  very  high  order. 

Free  High  School. 

The  course  of  study  adopted  for  this  school,  has  in  the  main  been 
highly  satisfactory.  Milo  High  School  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
county,  and  is  in  the  list  of  preferred  schools  of  the  U.  of  M.  At  the 
close  of  the  spring  term  of  1898,  a  class  of  nineteen  was  graduated  andj 
the  examinations  indicated  thorough  and  efficient  work  on  the  part  of 
both  teacher  and  scholars.  This  school  should  be  liberally  supported. 
I  would  recommend  a  small  appropriation  to  be  used  in  fitting  up  the 
spare  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  High  School  building  as  a  labora- 
tory, for  the  better  study  of  chemistry.  This  can  be  done  at  small  ex- 
pense, and  I  hope  my  suggestion  will  meet  with  approval.

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Schooihouses. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  taken  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  the 
schoolhouse  in  what  used  to  be  Dist.  No.  9,  has  been  quite  thoroughly 
repaired,  but  just  what  the  expense  amounts  to  I  am  unable  to  say,  as 
no  vouchers  have  been  submitted  to  me.  This  is  now  a  good  comfort- 
able building,  and  with  the  addition  of  a  coat  of  paint,  will  present  a 
much  better  appearance  than  the  unsightly  structure  it  displaced.  All 
of  our  school  buildings  are  in  very  fair  condition,  and  the  outlay  for 
repairs  during  the  coming  year  must  be  slight. 

School  Books. 

With  the  exception  of  a  portion,  which  have  been  in  use  a  long  time, 
the  school  books  are  in  a  very  fair  condition.  Many  of  them  have 
been  covered  with  new  patent  covers  purchased  for  this  purpose,  and 
all  newly  labelled  and  numbered.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  old 
books  badly  worn,  without  covers  and  with  some  of  the  leaves  miss- 
ing, and  with  respect  to  such  I  would  recommend  a  bon-fire. 

Conveyance  of  Scholars. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  a  sum  to  be  expended  for 
this  purpose,  so  that  the  school  officials  may  at  least  try  to  "cut  the  gar- 
ment according  to  the  cloth."  It  is  surprising  how  helpless  scholars 
are  becoming  under  the  present  conditions,  and  it  doesn't  require  a  long 
service  as  a  school  officer  to  make  one  sigh  for  a  return  of  the 
old  district  system.  This  law  causes  more  trouble  to  the  school  Supt. 
than  all  else  connected  with  his  duties,  and  I  am  unable  to  suggest  any 
way  to  plan  around  it. 

It  has  been  my  ambition  to  have  the  schools  in  town  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  the  larger  towns  in  the  county.  I  do  not  believe 
in  wasteful  expenditure  of  school  money,  neither  do  I  believe  a  narrow 
and  parsimonious  course  advisable.  I  believe  that  teachers  should  be 
well  paid,  and  then  require  from  them  their  best  efforts.  We  should 
maintain  32  weeks  of  school  a  year  instead  of  28  weeks.  Parents  as  a 
rule  do  not  take  interest  enough  in  the  schools.  They  should  visit 
them  more  frequently,  and  see  just  what  is  being  done.  This  would; 
afford  more  satisfaction,  it  seems  to  me,  in  arriving  at  facts,  rather  then 
to  remain  away  and  depend  upon  the  fictitious  complaints  of  a  few  dis- 
appointed mortals.  It  is  said  that  "in  union  there  is  strength,  while 
division  is  a  source  of  weakness."  I  believe  that  as  a  rule  school  officers 
are  ever  willing  to  lend  an  ear  to  the  advice  and  wishes  of  those  who 
maintain  the  schools,  and  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  say  that  in  my 
judgment,  more  time  spent  in  friendly  counsels,  and  less  in  circulating 
petitions  would  bring  about  much  better  results. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  with  absolute  sincerity,  my  thanks  for 
the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  during  the  year  from  parents, 
scholars,  and  teachers,  and  also  to  thank  the  several  members  of  the 
School  Board  for  their  kindly  assistance  and  appreciable  counsel.
